There  were  85  deaths  registered,  3  fewer  than  in  the 
previous  year0  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation 
caused  40  deaths,  cancer  22  and  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system  11 0 

There  were  six  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  five  male 
and  one  female0 

Only  two  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died, 
seven  fewer  than  in  1964  when  the  rate  was  excep¬ 
tionally  higho  In  1965  the  rate  was  8Q58  per  1,000 
births  which  is  about  half  the  national  figure 0 

As  regards  infectious  disease  there  were  l8  measles 
notifications  during  the  year,  that  being  the  only 
infection  prevalent  »

All  complaints  received  during  the  year  have  been

The  following  two  pages  show  the  many  various  res¬ 
ponsibilities  of  the  Council  and  their  Officers  in  this 
Department  0 

In  connection  with  the  outside  working  staff,  the 
continual  loss  to  higher  paid  local  industry  prevents 
any  improvement  in  routine  amenity  services,  and  at 
times  it  is  difficult  to  deal  with  the  statutory  require¬ 
ments  of  a  weekly  refuse  collection,  although  it  is 
seldom  that  complaints  are  made  about  this  service* 

From  information  received  from  men  who  have  left  the 
Council's  service,  it  appears  that  the  difference  in 
the  weekly  wage  packet  when  going  into  local  industry 
is  between  £3  and  £40 

Whilst  it  is  no  doubt  a  wise  policy  on  the  part  of 
employers  to  try  to  curb  the  spiral  of  inflation  through 
wage  increases,  the  above-mentioned  facts  should  be  made 
clear  to  rate  payers®  It  is  not  generally  appreciated, 
to  take  for  instance  the  problem  of  hand  road  and  pave¬ 
ment  sweeping,  that  if  the  one  man  who  normally  does  this 
work  is  away,  there  is  therefore  an  immediate  100% 
deficiency  to  that  particular  service* 

It  is  proposed  to  ask  the  Council  next  year  to 
consider  a  ’’Bonus”  system,  but  this  will  be  deferred 
until  such  a  scheme  can  include  all  employees  and  not 
one  section  only.  Discussions  on  these  matters  are
